Former Uedford County Man Killed In 


Westmoreland County. 


A fatal freight wreck occurred on 


the Pittaburg division ol the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad Monday morning. Two 
men were killed, one was seriously in- 
jured and ten loaded Ireight cars and 
two engines were demolished. Those 
who lost their lives were Harry S. 
Moore and L. V. Dierner. Both lived 
at Altoona. The former was engineer 
ol extra freight No. 259, the latter 
brakeman ol the same train. The in- 
jured man is W. D. Mauk, of Altoona, 
who was employed as fireman ol No. 


259. 
The dead men were taken to 


Derry and Mr. Mauk to the Cambria 
hospital, Johnstown. 
Mr. Moore's 


body was afterward conveyed to Al- 
troaa and Mr. Dierner's remains to his 
former home in Somerset county. 


The wreck occurred a short distance 


west ol Bolivar station,>in Westmore- 
land county. A west bound freight 
train, No. 2094, broke down at Bolivar 
and while the damage was being re- 
paired engine No. lllb, running light, 
pulled in behind it. Extra freight No. 


259, 
made up of cars loaded with mer- 


chandise, and the engine in charge of 
Engineer Moore, with W. D. Mauk as 
fireman, came along, running at a 
good rate ol speed. 
It crashed into 


engine No. 1116 and forced it into the 
freight ahead. The two enginss aud 
ten cars were piled up and the wreck- 
age was scattered over the tracks. 


The collision came so suddenly that 


neither Engineer Moore nor Fireman 
Mauk had time to make an effort to 
escaps. 
They were caught in the 


wreckage, as was Brakeman Dierner, 
rho was riding on one of the wrecked 
cars. The trains' crews immediately

Increase in pay of men on 


Sad Experience of a Colony of Bedford and 


Blair Oonnty Folks. 


The Altoona Times tells the follow- 


ing story of the fate of a party of Bed- 
ford and Blair county people who went 
to Colorado to found a settlement some 
time ago: 


"About a year ago a colony, made up 


of about a dozen young married couples 
from Blair and Bedford counties and 
members of the German Baptist, or 
Dunkard church, persuaded by a min- 
ister of that denomination from the 
weat, who traveled through these 
parts, went to Colorado and founded a 
settlement in one of the valleys but 
sparsely inhabited. Though little or 
no rain ever falls in that portion oi 
the state, it was. represented as being 
an agricultural country of wonderful 
possibilities, farming being carried on 
by means of irrigation. 
Allured by 


the glittering prospects, the young 
people, most of whom were farmers or 
farmers' sons, disposed of their land, 
it they had any, and other possessions 
In Pennsylvania and moved to the 
Centennial state. They all had some 
morey, the respective sums ranging 
from $500 to (1,000, and the laid waa 
taken up, buildings erected and farm 
ing by means of irrigation begun.

WASHINGTON, November 18.—That 


the utmost vacillation and indecision 
have been shown by the president in 
handling the "lily white" movement in 
the south is the opinion of all who 
have closely observed his actions in 
that connection. Apparently, Mr. Roos- 
evelt has abandoned the enterprise as 
hopeless aud is now prepared to return 
to the old custom of maintaining a 
southern organization, with its con- 
comitants of colored Republican office- 
holders, etc. 
He has removed two 


federal officeholders in Alabama for 
their activity in eliminating the negro 
from the party councils and now it is 
reported that he has removed District 
Attorney Warren S. Reese for the same 
cause. 
For a considerable time the 


president encouraged Senator Peter C 
Pritchard to believe that he would 
have the assistance of the federal ad- 
ministration in his project. 
Senator 


Pritchard 
explained 
most forcibly 


to the president that the only hope of 
juildiag up a successful Republican 
party in the south must be based on 
the elimination of the negro and show- 
ed him that so long as Republicanism 
•stood for negro officeholders the better 
element of the south would "vote Dem- 
ocratic" regardless of their convictions 
on national issues. 
Now Mr. Roose- 


velt has abandoned the senator and 
has returned to the old custom. 
That 


he has done so is believed to augur 
that he expects to favor the restriction 
of southern representation in congress 
and that he believes he must take the 
step in order to solidify the southern 
delegations to the next national con- 
vention. Soon after the convention of 
congress, it is said, Representatives 
Dick, Crumpackar aud Diyton will be 
called in conference with the president 
and several members of the cabinet to 
consider the subject of restricting 
southern representation and it is for 
that reason that Mr. Roosevelt has de- 
termined to revert to the old negro 
officeholder policy of his predecessors. 


The president's recent statement, 


made before the New York chamber of 
commerce that, "The growing com- 
plexity of our social and industrial life 
has rendered inevitable the intrusion 
of the state into spheres oi work 
wherein it formally took no part," has 
attracted the marked attention of the 
Democrats and some Republicans, who 
see in the words a prediction of at 
least some measure oi state socialism. 
"Where will the president draw the 
line ?" ask these gentlemen, who evi- 
dently think the president is' treading 
on delicate ground. 
"Mr. Roosevelt 


says there is an inevitable tendency in 
that direction, but ii he permits the 
government to develop that tendency 
where can he stop it?" "Is it not 
time to nip it in the bud ?" These are 
some of the questions that are being 
asked aud some oi them will doubtless 
be put to tbe president himself when 
he returns to Washington. 


"Insufficient time" will be the ex- 


cuse the Republicans will make lor 
not repealing the duty on anthracite 
coal and altering many tariff schedules 
known to be entirely too high even to 
suit the vast majority of Republicans, 
according to Representative Grosvenor.

FOOD PRODUCTS ADULTERATED. 


Important Discoveries Made By Commis- 


sioner Cope. 


One of the most important bulletins 


issued by the Pennsylvania dairy and 
food department is the one recently 
distributed by Commissioner Cope. A 
particular feature of this bulletin is 
the exposure of how many manufac- 
turers of food products adulterated 
their (foods. In the course of his work 
Commissioner Cope has his agents 
throughout the state collect samples of 
food which are suspected of being 
adulterated and these samples are sent 
to tbe department chemists, who ana- 
lyze them. A careful check is kept on 
each samr-le, so that it is known who 
the seller is and where he resides. 


If the sample be found to be adult- 


erated, so as to be injurious to health, 
the mm who sells it is at oice prose- 
cuted, and if convicted, must pay a 
flue of 850 and costs 


la almost every instance where there 


have 
been 
convictions the dealer 


thought that he was selling pure- 
goods. It was the manufacturer who 
knew that his goods were impure and 
who had imposed them upon the retail 
dealers. To get at the manufacturer 
of impure food Commissioner Cope has 
printed their names in connection 
with the analyses. 


The general public is, perhaps, not 


aware of the many and various meth- 
ods of adulterating foods. Here are a 
few examples of food adulteration, as 
found by the dairy and food commis- 
sioner's chemists: 


"Premium" plain chocolate, made by 


a Jersey City firm, was found to con- 
tain from 40 to 50 per cent, of corn 
starch. 


Powdered cocoa was found to be 


either adulterated or to consist of 
ground cocoa shells. 


Lemon extract, from a large Phila- 


delphia firm, was not pure lemon, but 
an artificial preparation containing 
only faint traces of lemon. 
The bal- 


ance was alcohol and water. 


Pineapple syrup was found to be an 


artificial product sweetened with glu- 
close. 


Coffee was found to contain nitrogen 


compounds. 


Vanilla extract was artificially fia 


vored and colored. 
Some of it came 


from Cincinnati and some from Phila 
delphia. 


Raspberry syrup was artificial, being 


sweetened with glucose and colored 
with coal tar. 


Mineral water tablets contained bi 


carbonate of soda and cream of tartar 


Grape juice was found to be preserved 


with cane sugar. 


Catsup, made by the greatest pickle 


Brm in the United States, contained 
benzole acid and was colored with coa! 
tar. 


Vermont "absolutely pure maple 


syrup" was heavily adulterated witl 
glucose in one instance and with sal 
isylic acid in another. 


"Select cherry stone lunch oysters, 


canned in Baltimore, were preservec 
with formaldehyde. 


"Evaporated cream" was found t 


be artificially colored. 


Canned "French" peas were eoloret 


with copper. 


Pepper from Philadelphia was 


grade and contained too much miners 
matter. 


"Olive oil," from Nice, .was large! 


cotton seed oil. 


White label tomato catsup was arti 


ncially colored and preserved with so 
dium benoate, 


Pineapple extract was both artificial 


ly flavored and artificially colored. 


Vienna sausage, made by the mos 


famous packing firm in Chicago, wa 
found to contain borax as a preserva 
tive. Another sausage, said to be fresh 
beef sausage, contained boracie acid in 
large quantities. 


Choice extracted clover honey, guar 


anteed as pure honey, direct from th 
beehive, was found to be adulterate' 
with cane sugar. 


Ginger ale, from Massachusetts, wa 


adulterated with salisylie acid. 


Almond extract was found not to b 


an extract at all.

Correspondence Courses In Agriculture. 
The Pennsylvania State college has 


for a number of years been conduct- 
ing, for the benefit of the farmers of 
this state, correspondence courses in 
agriculture. 
The present year the col- 


lege is ottering courses in thirty differ- 
ent subjects. Each course consists of 
from five to ten lessons on the subject 
treated. 
While each is complete in 


itself, 
these courses may be conve- 


niently arranged in groups according to 
the special phase of agriculture of 
which they treat. Arranging them in 
these groups, it is found that there are 
eight courses in general agriculture, 
seven courses in animal industry, four 
courses in horticulture, six courses in 
dairying and five miscellaneous courses. 
The student is required to report on 
each lesson 
before 
the 
following 


lesson of tbe course is sent him, in 
order that the instructor may judge 
of his preparation and ability to pro- 
ceed further with the work. Tuition 
is free in all of these courses and most 
ot them are given independent of text 
books, tbe only expense of any kind 
to the student being for paper on 
which to make his report and postage 
on these reports as sent in to the col- 
lege. In order to obtain the benefit 
of these courses it is necessary that 
students make formal application for 
enrolment to the superintendent of 
the correspondence courses, Slate Col- 
lege, Centre county, Pa.

Tbe Ele-ttited Rnllrona Man and tbe 


Clrcun Man Work Alike. 


New York ticket sellers for the ele- 


vated, roads do their work -with n celer- 
ity equaled only by the lightning 
change artist of a big circus. How do 
they manage it? Peep into one of the 
little ticket offices, and you will see 
hiat the methods of the man inside 
are identical with those of the circus 
man. There Is only one way of selling 
tickets rapidly, whether at an "L" sta- 
tion or from the red wagon of a circus. 
When you hand in your inouey through 
the little opening, your coin or green- 
back goes to the ticket seller's left, 
and from that side comes the ticket 
•which he tears oft from the long strip 
with his right band. Almost simulta- 
neously the same hand shoves out your 
change, for he has the exact change for 
your coin or bill ready, counted out 
and piled up. Close to his right hand, 
Just Inside the little window, are a lot 
of nickels for changing dimes. Next to 
these are nickels and dimes arranged 
with 20 cents In each pile, ready for 
the man with a quarter. Then there 
are a lot of forty-five cent piles and 
others containing 95 cents, so he doesn't 
need to stop to count out your change. 
If you call for two tickets and hand in 
a dollar, the ticket seller takes a nickel 
from one of the ninety-live cent piles 
and Instantly has the change that you 
require, and whenever there is a lull in 
the stream of ticket buyers the- mau 
behind the window replenishes his 
piles of change, so that he is seldom 
caught without just the amount you 
need already counted out for you.—

The principle on which they ar 
constructed by the Aymaras Indiau 
proves their ingenuity. A bale of haj 
naturally floats in the water, and ac 
cording to the quantity of dried gras 
used In constructing the bout do thej 
control the displacement or carrylnf 
capacity. These boats are likewise fit 
ted with a mast and sail, and In som 
Instances carry from eight to ten per 
sons. The Indians travel long distance 
over this vast inland lake, tbe surfac 
of which is on a level with tbe sutnm! 
of the Jungfrau of the Swiss Alps."

BIRD DOGS. 


Some of the AlmoNl Hnninn Work 


Tlie»e Clever CniilnoN Perform. 
Roadini; denotes that a dog is follow- 


ing a trail lownrd the birds by their 
foot scent, us a 111:111 lu an analogous 
manner might follow a flock of sheep 
by w.itcuing their lr:n-l;s. 


Drawing dt'iioU's that a dog is ap- 


proaching birds by a scent in the air, 
as a man niiyht follow a tloek of sheep 
by the long lino of dust hovering ovei 
and around the1 trail. Drawing is con- 
sidered a much superior manner to 
reading. It is commonly marked by 
greater accuracy, quickness of execu- 
tion and dash of manner. 


Pointing is the stop which the dog 


makes when lie has definitely locatec 
the birds or when he thinks he has 
done so. It is the preliminary pause tc 
accurately determine the whereabouts 
of the hidden birds before lie springs to 
capture. If lie misjuilges and springs 
in the wrong dim-timi, all his pains 
and labor come to nothing. In his 
training he is encouraged to point, but 
Is prohibited springing, so (lint after n 
time he makes his point aud holds I 
Btanchly. 


If by any act, willful or otherwise 


'he alarms the birds and they take 
wing, it is called a flush. If the dog 
when going up wind on game flushes 
the birds, he commits an error. If un- 
der certain circumstances he flushes 
when going down the wind, the error 
may be excused on the ground that be 
ing up wind of them it was Impossibl 
to scent them aud therefore impossibl 
to know of their presence.—Outing.

Cockatoos and Wild Pigeon. Do Wot 


Seem to Mind It 


In 1881 while resident on Gazelle 


peninsula the nuuhuii p rtion of the 
magnificent islmd ot New Biitain In 
the south Pacific I bad in 111} oppoi 
tunities of witnessing both cockatoos 
and wild pigeons di Inking salt water 
I was stationed at .1 place called Ka- 
balia, tbe then faithest out' trading 
station on the whole island and as I 
had but little worl to do I found 
plenty of tune to study bird life In the 
vicinity Pairots ot several varieties, 
all of beautiful plumi^e were plentt 
ful and gieat flocks of white cocka- 
toos frequented 
tbe lolling grassy 


downs which lay between my home 
and the German held station in 
Blanche bav twenty miles distant 
while the heavy frost of *-he littoral 
was the haunt of thousands of pigeons 
These pigeons though not so large as 
the Samoan or eastein Polvnesian bird, 
formed an agreeable change of diet for 
us white traders and by walking about 
fifty jards from ones door half a 
dozen or more could be shod m as 
many minutes 


"My nearest neighbor was a German, 


and one day when we were walking 
along the beach toward bis station I 
noticed some hundreds of pigeons fly 
down fiom the forest settle on the 
margin of the watei and diink with 
apparent enjoyment 
The harbor at 


tils spot being almost landlocked and 
tie water as smooth as f,lass and with 
ont the faintest ripple the buds were 
enabled to drink without wetting their 
plumage My neighbor who had lived 
many years m hew Butam told me 
that this drinking of sea water was 
common to both cockatoos and pigeons 
alike, and that on some occasions the 
teaches would be lined with them the 
cockatoos not only drinking but bath 
Ing and apparentlv enjoying them 
(selves greatly Dnrmg the next six 
months, especially when the weather 
was calm and rainy, I frequently no- 
ticed pigeons and cockatoos come to the 
salt water to drink 


"At first I thought that as fresh 


•water m man} places bubbled 
up 


through the sand at low tide the birds 
were not really drinking the sea water, 
but by watching closely 1 distinctly 
saw them walk across these tiny run 
nels without making any attempt to 
diink 
Then too tbe whole of tbe 


Gazelle peninsula is cut up bv count 
less stieams of water and lam falls 
throughout the j ear as a rule 
What 


causes this unusual habit of dunking 
sea watei' Another peeuhiiitv of the 
J,ew Britain and New Itei nil pigeon 
Is Its fondness for the chili pepper 
beiry During three months of tbe 
yeai, when these boincs aie upe the 
biids crops aie full of them and often 
their flesh is so pungent and smells so 
Btrongly of the chili as to be quite un 
eatable '—Chambers Journal
